TO INCREASE SPEED OF SHIPS,

System of Plpes Sprends o Fllm of Petro.
lenm Below the Water Lino,

The Invention of a simple and Inex-
pensive device for accelernting  th
spedd of ships and preventing baroa
cles and corrosion has recently been
broughit to the attention of the Ohlet
of Construction amnd other officlals of
the Navy Dephrtinent In Washington,
with the pesatdt that Asglstant Seere-
tary of the Navy MedAdeo has ap-
pointed Chlef Engineer Géorge Cowle,
Jr, U 8. Ny,
York Navy Yand, a commlssioner to
wittiess a test of the dea on o lnrge
senle and report on it to the depart
ment,

The inventlon consists of o mechan
lsm  which envelops the submergd
portlon of a ship with a film of oll,
thie redueing friction and overcoming
1o o large degree the resistence of the
witer,

A sories of Iron flanges are fastencid
along the bottom amd wikles of the ship
below the water line, In which are in-
gerted sheets of woven wire petting,
lnthing or sheet lron, coversd with an
absorbent composition saturated with
oll. The flanges hiave a semijelreular
covering on top, below which runs n
finely perforated pipe, which elects o
fine spray of ofi agalust the luside of
the flange and on to the sheets, from
which 1t spreads downward,

The oll 1s not earried awany by the
witer, but through caplllary atirac
tion is spread, thus keeplug the ship's
hull greased without any waste of ofl
It I8 sald that the composition s o
perfect earrler of oll under the surfacs
of the water, a feature which has never
before been achieved and which wil!
mauke oll perform  below the water
line the same servies that It does In
quelling a rongh sen,

It is sald for the Invention that, ap-
plied to any vessel, elther  steam  or
slling, 1t will Inerense the spesd by
At loast twenty-five per cent without
nugmenting the amount of machinery
of the expenditure of fuel.  Another
and most valuable feature clumed s
that 1t will prevent the growth of bar
pracles. These enemles to ships” hulls
necessliate frequent dry docking aml
sernplng, at lnrge cost.

The Inventor alse declares that th
futty composition will completely pre
vent corrosion of hulls,

The oll usisl I8 erude petrolenm, and
fs supplied to the plpes by tanks and
valves locatsd above the water line,
The system Is arranged that in
rough weather a large quuntity of oll
cant be discharged along the sides of
the ship and disteibuted over the sur
face of the water, thus providing a
wote oifective method of greasing anmd
smoothiog high seas than any yot de-
vised.—New York Herald,

They accordingly formed an organi-
zation named the Liberty league, the
members of which are pledged to op-
pose any person who stands for elec
tion who is an extremist upon any
subject injuriously affecting the rights
of citizens, and to conserve what re-
mains of individual liberty, and to win
back the nghts of which the people
have been robbed by predatory en.
actments.

Sotne time ago total prohibition of

the liquor traffic was enforced in cer
tain parts of the country, with the
[ result, as borne out by high church
dignitaries, that these districts are
[ now noted for drunkenness. Notwith-
standing this fact, the prohibitionists
are determined to force their ideas
upon the whole colony. One of the
objects of the Liberty league is to
resist by every constitutional means
the atiempts of the prohibitionists to
stop the manuwacture, sale, importa-
tion or use of liquor in the colony.

In the recent elections for members
of the house of representatives the
league worked strenuously against the
prohibition candidates, with the re-
sult that they were everywhere de.
feated. It is hoped that henceforth
the socialistic legislation of the New
Zealand parliament will be checked
through the influence of the leaguers,
who include some of the most promi
